St.  Francis  kept  warm  through  the  cold  winter 
months  thanks  to  the  kindness  of  Wartburg  students.

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St.  Francis  started  his  freshman  year  at  Wartburg  this  year. 

The  creation  of  Paul  Granlund,  artist-in-residence  at  Gustavus 
Adolphus  College  in  St.  Peter,  Minn.,  "Dancing  St.  Francis,"  a 
bronze  sculpture,  was  unveiled  at  opening  convocation  Sept.  7. 

Drawing  from  the  canticles  of  St.  Francis,  Granlund  has  the 
saint  dancing  on  the  moon,  holding  aloft  a  sun  disk  that  contains  a 
Christ  image  to  reflect  "Brother  Sun,  Sister  Moon,  Brother 
Francis." 

In  his  convocation  address,  Granlund  speculated  on  what  kind 
of  student  St.  Francis  would  have  been.  He  would  be  a  prospect  for 
wide  receiver  because  of  his  ability  to  stride  and  dance,  said 
Granlund,  and  could  have  multiple  majors  in  astronomy,  zoology 
and  music. 

St.  Francis  has  special  relevance  to  Wartburg  and  its  namesake, 
Wartburg  Castle.  St.  Elizabeth,  who  lived  at  the  castle  during  the 
early  part  of  the  13th  century,  followed  the  teachings  of  St.  Francis 
and  became  Germany's  first  female  Franciscan  in  1229.  She  carried 
on  St.  Francis'  concern  for  charity  by  ministering  to  those  in  need. 
Almost  300  years  later,  Martin  Luther  found  refuge  at  the  castle 
during  the  stormy  days  of  the  Reformation,  and  he,  too,  expressed 
special  admiration  for  St.  Francis,  who  Granlund  said  "was 
absorbed  in  his  love  for  the  total  universe "  and  "had  a  reverence  for 
all  life." 

The  sculpture  was  a  gift  to  Wartburg  by  the  Rev.  J.  David 
Pepper,  former  priest  of  Mary's  Catholic  Church  in  Waverly,  who 
believed  the  new  south  campus  entrance  needed  something 
representative  of  the  Franciscan  order,  and  local  realtors  Mike  and 
Ann  Sheehan  and  Campus  Pastor  Larry  Trachte  and  his  wife,  Lois.

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In  the  twilight  of  dawn  on  Thursday, 
Sept.  28,  the  call  went  out.  Students 
began  gathering  at  the  Victory  Bell  at 
6:30  a.m.,  some  dressed  in  outrageous 
outfits  or  1920s-era  flapper  and  gangster 
costumes,  others  still  in  pjs  and  sweats. 

The  pep  band  set  up  on  the  lawn  and 
played  "In  Heaven  There  Is  No  Beer," 
while  the  search  began  for  Student  Body 
^  President  Eric  Hanson. 

Toilet  paper  from  Clinton  Hall  flew 
through  the  trees,  dressing  them  in  quilted,  two-ply  white. 

Most  students  were  not  expecting  a  Thursday  Outfly.  President 
Robert  Vogel  was  out  of  town,  and  Thursday  is  not  generally 
considered  an  Outfly-friendly  day  because  of  labs. 

But  students  were  not  about  to  complain  about  a  day  off 
"It  was  wonderful  and  unexpected,"  said  junior  Cindy  Geertz. 
"Thursday  was  a  good  time  to  have  it  because  everyone  was 
stressed  out  and  needed  a  break,  "  said  junior  Christa  Sibert. 

Vogel  said  that  although  he  wished  he  could  have  been  on 
campus,  his  absence  added  to  the  intrigue  that  makes  Outfly  so 
exciting. 

"Now  they  know  it  can  happen  whether  Tm  here  or  not,"  he 
said. 

Many  students  were  convinced  Tuesday  night  that  Wednesday 
would  be  Outfly.  In  anticipation  of  a  Wednesday  Outfly,  students 
rang  the  Victory  Bell,  streaked  through  dormitory  halls  and  yelled 
"Outfly"  until  the  early  hours  on  Wednesday  morning. 

Hanson,  who  along  with  Vogel  is  the  only  other  person  who 
knows  the  day  of  Outfly,  said  he  received  about  a  dozen  calls 
Tuesday  night  from  students  who  wanted  Outfly  to  be  the  next  day.

Hanson,  who  said  he  feared  the  good  weather 
would  not  last  into  next  week  and  that  students 
would  hang  him  if  another  week  went  by  without 
Outfly,  decided  Wednesday  afternoon  to  call  Outfly 
the  next  day. 

He  talked  with  Vogel  on  the  phone  from  Colorado 
and  got  the  go-ahead. 

With  Vogel  out  of  town,  an  interim  Outfly  ring- 
leader was  needed. 

The  job  fell  to  Dr.  Lex  Smith,  dean  of  students. 
Smith  received  a  call  Wednesday  night  from  Vogel. 

"He  gave  me  very  clear  instructions,"  Smith  said. 
"At  least  300  people  at  the  Victory  Bell;  if  not  send 
them  back  to  get  more  students." 

Smith  looked  through  his  closets  Wednesday 
night  for  an  outfit  appropriate  for  Outfly,  something 
that  would  tie  in  with  the  Roaring  Twenties  theme. 
He  found  an  old  three-piece  suit  and  a  hat,  and  with 
the  assistance  of  his  wife,  Sharon,  applied  a  narrow 
mustache  to  look  the  part  of  gangster. 

Wednesday  night  was  quiet  by  comparison  with 
Tuesday.  Hanson  said  he  received  no  calls  that  night, 
settling  in  for  a  restful  nights  sleep. 

In  the  morning,  he  called  KWAR  and  told  them 
the  news,  then  rushed  from  his  room  to  hide.  From 
there  the  word  spread,  the  phone-tree  branched  across 
campus,  alerting  all  to  the  news  that  Outfly  had 
finally  sprung. 

Hanson  was  later  found  hiding  in  the  Art 


Department  equipment  room  of 
the  Fine  Arts  Center  and  was 
carried  to  the  Victory  Bell.  Soon 
after  celebrity  guest  Bobbi 
Earles,  KWWL  news  anchor, 
arrived  in  dramatic  style  —  in 
an  ambulance. 

"A  lot  of  people  thought  it 
was  going  to  be  Vogel,"  Hanson 
said. 

Once  the  bell  was  rung  and 
Outfly  proclaimed,  students 
rushed  to  the  cafeteria  for  a 
breakfast  served  by  faculty  and 
staff 

But  not  everyone  got  the  day 
off.  Junior  Dana  Rokke, 
Campus  Activities  Board 
recreation  chair,  was  in  charge  of 
coordinating  Outfly  activities. 

Events  included  Charleston 
lessons,  old-time  pictures,  a 
speakeasy/gambling  casino  and  a 
scavenger  hunt. 

There  was  also  a  mystery 
event.  During  the  breakfast 
senior  Valerie  Sperry  ran  screaming  through  the 
cafeteria  and  announced  that  Eric  Hanson  had  been 
killed  and  that  a  $100  prize  was  being  offered  for  the 
person  who  could  find  the  murder  weapon.  Clues 
were  given  out  during  the  day. 

CAB  rented  flapper  and  gangster  costumes  from 
the  Waterloo  playhouse  for  a  couple  of  weeks  to 
ensure  they  would  be  ready  when  Outfly  was  called. 

"It  was  a  perfect  day  for  Outfly,"  said  Rokke. 

"Almost  everyone  was  surprised,"  said  Hanson.  "It 
ended  up  being  a  beautiful  day." 

He  said  the  fact  that  it  caught  many  by  surprise 
shows  that  "you  should  never  guess  when  Outfly  is 
going  to  be  because  you'll  always  be  wrong."

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Every  Wednesday  night  the  chapel  became  a 
noisy  place. 

Student-led,  midweek  Eucharist  chapel  service 
attracted  about  300  students  on  an  average 
Wednesday,  considerably  higher  attendance  than  in 
past  years. 

"It's  the  most  awesome  thing  in  my  week.  I  never 
miss  it,"  said  sophomore  Jessica  Nipp. 

"What's  exciting  about  it  this  year  is  that  there 
continues  to  be  a  solid  group  of  people  who  always 
come,  as  well  as  new  people,"  the  Rev.  Ramona 
Bouzard  said. 

Before  the  Chapel  was  built,  midweek  services 
included  Tuesday  night  Bible  studies  and  Thursday 
night  Eucharist  chapel,  most  of  which  were  held  in 
Danforth  Chapel.  Campus  Pastor  Larry  Trachte  said 
that  there  were  usually  20  to  30  attendees  at  these 
services. 

Once  the  Chapel  was  built  and  available  for  use, 
Trachte,  Bouzard  and  student  leaders  began 
discussing  what  changes  might  be  made  in  midweek 
services. 

"There  was  an  expressed  interest  in  more  of  a 
prayer-praise  celebration  led  by  students.  I  very  much 
wanted  to  retain  a  worship  service  structure,"  Trachte 
said.  "I  made  a  decision  that  we  would  move  the 
communion  service  to  Wednesday  night,  kind  of  in 
opposition  to  'Joe's'  night." 

The  Midweek  Eucharist  was  moved  to  the 
Chapel  and  students  took  over  the  leadership  and 
organization.  The  format  that  emerged  was  much  less

formal  than  traditional  worship  services. 

"It's  a  much  more  intimate  setting  than  a  regular 
chapel  service, "  said  sophomore  Michael  Graham, 
coordinator  of  midweek  Eucharist  service. 

The  format  combined  traditional  worship 
practices  like  confession,  liturgy  readings  and  a 
message,  with  non-traditional  practices  of  open 
prayer,  an  extended  passing  of  the  peace  and  "upbeat" 
camp  songs  played  on  guitars. 

"It's  very  different  from  the  usual  chapel  service," 
said  sophomore  Izumi  Yamashita.  "It's  fim." 

The  songs  and  readings  were  led  by  students. 
The  students  also  delivered  devotional  messages  that 
sometimes  included  performing  skits,  miming  or 
talking  about  personal  experiences. 

"The  messages  students  give  are  just  really 
incredible,"  Graham  said.  "What's  so  cool  about  it  is 
that  students  are  putting  it  together." 

Some  found  it  easier  to  identify  with  students' 
messages  than  with  sermons  at  regular  services. 

"A  lot  of  times  you  are  experiencing  the  same

things  they  are,"  said  sophomore  Josh  Miller.  "It 
makes  faith  more  real  to  people." 

"The  atmosphere  is  more  focused  on  self- 
reflection  and  'what  can  I  do  to  make  a  difference,'" 
Graham  said.  "It  seems  like  the  perfect  setting  to  ask 
questions  and  get  them  answered." 

Open  prayer  time  also  was  a  part  of  the 
Wednesday  night  agenda.  For  the  open  prayer,  the 
lights  were  dimmed,  a  prayer  was  started  by  one  of 
the  campus  ministers  and  time  was  given  for  anyone 
to  offer  prayers  aloud.  The  time  functioned  as  a  group 
prayer  as  well  as  a  personal  reflection  time. 

"I  was  really  surprised  at  first  that  people  would 
speak  up  during  quiet  prayer  time,"  said  first-year 
student  Christina  Schur. 

Graham  said  some  people  tell  him  that  the  open 
prayer  is  their  favorite  part  of  the  service  because  it  is 
a  time  to  personally  talk  to  God. 

"People  have  also  told  me  that  [open  prayer] 
scared  them  a  lot  because  it's  so  different.  It's  new  and 
it  puts  you  in  a  vulnerable  position,"  he  said. 

Another  unique  part  of  the  Wednesday  service 
was  the  passing  of  the  peace,  which  lasted  from  five  to 
seven  minutes. 

"I  love  passing  the  peace,"  said  first-year  student 
Lisa  Smith.  "I  like  to  hug  as  many  people  as  I  can!" 

Singing  was  also  enthusiastic  on  Wednesday 
night.  The  songs  were  generally  camp  songs,  and 
many  people  often  stood  up,  clapped  and  did  hand 
motions  while  singing  them. 

"No  matter  how  you  feel  when  you  walk  in,  you 


walk  out  feeling  awesome,"  Nipp 
said.  "It's  a  spiritual  recharge." 

Many  who  were  involved  in 
campus  ministry  before  the  Chapel 
was  built  were  enthusiastic  about  the 
effect  of  the  building  on  campus 
spiritual  life. 

"The  reason  we've  never  had  any 
[services]  like  this  is  because  we've 
never  had  a  place  to  worship  like 
this,"  said  senior  Michael 
Stadtmueller,  Campus  Ministry 
Board  vice  president.  "Everything 
about  religious  life  on  campus  has 
come  to  the  forefront  because  of  the 
Chapel." 

Bouzard  said  the  informality  of 
the  services  made  many  people  more 
comfortable  about  coming  to 
Wednesday  night  services  and 
inviting  friends.  She  said  she  has 
personal  goals  to  make  sure  the 
services  stay  flexible  and  open,  to  get 
as  many  people  as  possible  involved 
in  organization  and  to  make  sure 
people  feel  included. 

"We  want  to  make  it  a 
welcoming  place  for  everybody, "  she 
said.  "It's  always  open  for  people  to 
come  in." 

Trachte  said  Wednesday  night 
has  helped  to  infuse  campus  ministry 
with  new  energy.  He  said  that  along 
with  other  services,  it  is  part  of  the 
general  excitement  and  spirit  campus  religious  life  has 
had  since  the  completion  of  the  Chapel. 

"I  think  Wednesday  night  engages  the  whole 
person;  body,  mind  and  spirit,"  Trachte  said.  "You 
can  laugh,  shout,  sing  and  clap  in  chapel.  Being  a 
Christian  ought  not  be  a  gloomy  thing."

The  first  of  which  is  practice. 

The  music  groups  involved  in  Christmas  with 
Wartburg  start  practicing  Christmas  pieces  in 
October  following  the  Homecoming  Concert. 

The  Choir,  Castle  Singers  and  Concert  Band's 
hour-long,  five-day-a-week  practice  schedule  is 
supplemented  with  two-hour  group  practices  the 
week  before  the  actual  performance.  It  is  during  these 
large  group  practices  that  problems  and  worry-spots 
are  ironed  out. 

This  years  event  had  some  definite  anxiety-spots. 
Most  of  the  distress  concerned  the  arrival  of  the 
commissioned  piece,  "From  Heaven  Above." 

Because  it  was  a  premier  work  written  specifically 
for  this  performance,  it  arrived  with  little  time  for 
practice. 

"I  don't  ever  want  to  do  that  again,  personally," 
said  Torkelson.  "But  you'll  have  that  time  constraint 
with  a  premiere  work. " 

Torkelson  said  it  was  a  tribute  to  the  band  and 
choirs'  musicianship  that  they  were  able  to  put 
together  this  piece  so  well  in  such  a  short  time. 

"I  was  just  as  pleased  as  can  be,"  said  Torkelson. 
"It  was  most  rewarding  to  see  how  professionally  the 
musicians  responded  to  make  the  piece  come  alive  in 
such  a  short  amount  of  time." 


Band  director  Dr.  Craig  Hancock  said  he  thought 
the  piece  was  a  success. 

"The  quality  of  the  music  overshadowed  any 
problems  that  we  had,"  Hancock  said. 

Even  with  difficulties,  the  groups  managed  to  have 
fun  with  the  performances. 

According  to  many  musical  members,  the 
tomfoolery  that  goes  on  is  part  of  what  makes  it  such 
a  tightly  bonded  musical  unit  in  the  time  preceding  a 
concert. 

The  Choir  maintained  its  tradition  of  "passing" 
during  songs.  In  this  year's  performances,  a  52-oz. 
mug,  a  peeled  banana,  a  clock,  an  electric  pencil 
sharpener,  a  plastic  church  and  about  two-dozen 
Christmas  ornaments  were  passed  from  choir  member 
to  choir  member  while  maintaining  singing 
concentration. 

During  down  times,  members  from  all  groups  pass 
the  time  by  playing  hackey  sack.  At  the  Cedar  Falls 
performance  the  sack  arched  back  and  forth  from  the 
band  pit  up  to  choirs  in  the  church  balcony. 

Other  traditions  are  specific  to  the  individual 
musical  groups. 

The  Castle  Singers  begin  warmups  by  calling  to 
their  president,  "Mambo,"  which  means  "What's  up?" 
in  Swahili.  The  president  repeats  this  to  the  group 
and  accepts  the  reply,  "Safi,"  meaning  "not  much." 

Various  ensembles  in  the  Concert  Band  prepare  for 
concerts  with  a  cheer.  The  trombone  section  members 
make  a  toast  using  their  mouth  pieces  while  saying 
something  to  the  effect  ol  "Don't  (mess)  up." 

Other  traditions  of  the  Choir  include  doing  the

Carbon  monoxide  (CO)  is  an  odorless,  colorless 
gas.  It's  poison  to  the  body,  and  can  cause  anything 
from  headaches,  to  nausea,  to  cardiac  and  respiratory 
problems. 

Somehow,  this  poison  got  into  the  air  of  Ernst 
House.  Sixteen  residents  of  Ernst  House  were  sent  to 
Waverly  Municipal  Hospital  on  Feb.  9,  1996,  for 
treatment  for  CO  poisoning. 

Later  that  afternoon  the  decision  was  made  by 
doctors  at  Waverly  Hospital  and  at  the  University  of 
Iowa  Hospitals  to  transport  the  students  there  for 
special  treatment  in  a  hyperbaric  chamber,  a 
submarine-like  contraption  that  forces  CO  out  of  the 
body. 

After  spending  the  night  at  the  hospital,  the 
students  were  taken  back  to  Wartburg  in  two  vans, 
driven  by  Pete  Armstrong,  director  of  residential  life, 
and  Dr.  Lex  Smith,  dean  of  students. 


e  escalatmq  crisis. 
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Alternate  housing  was  arranged  for  the  students, 
who  were  not  allowed  to  move  back  into  Ernst  House 
until  the  following  week. 

In  the  aftermath  of  the  incident  the  college 
searched  for  answers  and  attempted  to  assuage 
student  concerns. 

Following  the  incident,  CO  detectors  were 
installed  in  Ernst  House  and  other  dorms.  In 
addition,  security  staff  were  armed  with  electronic 
CO  detectors  and  began  checking  the  boiler  rooms 
daily. 

All  students  involved  in  the  incident  returned  to 
the  University  of  Iowa  Hospitals  for  three  month 
check-ups.  Some  students  complained  of  ongoing 
health  problems,  including  headaches  and  fatigue. 
Jerry  Aleff,  a  social  worker  at  the  Waverly  Mental 
Health  Association,  said  the  after-effects  could  be 
linked  to  post-traumatic  stress.

One  theory  for  the  CO  poisoning  was  that  the 
change  in  weather  could  have  prevented  gas  from 
escaping  the  Ernst  chimney.  John  Wuertz,  plant 
superintendent,  said  he  believes  the  gas  came  from 
the  boiler  room  and  may  have  seeped  into  the  rest  of 
the  building  Irom  under  the  door. 

The  most  nagging  questions  to  emerge  after  the 
incident  concerned  earlier  possible  carbon  monoxide 
leaks  in  Ernst  House,  and  the  timing  of  the  college's 
response  to  the  escalating  situation.  Many  of  these 
questions  and  concerns  were  voiced  during  student 
meetings  held  in  the  weeks  following  the  poisoning. 

One  incident  that  was  brought  up  concerned  a 
possible  CO  poisoning  that  occurred  in  1993. 

On  Nov.  21,  1993,  seven  female  Ernst  residents 
woke  up  with  headaches.  Maintenance  and  Randi 
Eliefson,  director  of  health  services,  were  contacted, 
but  carbon  monoxide  tests  did  not  indicate  the 
presence  of  the  gas. 

Those  eight  residents  slept  in  another  location  for 
one  night  and  a  few  sought  medical  treatment,  but 
tests  never  indicated  CO  poisoning. 

In  a  letter  to  the  editor  in  the  Dec.  6,  1993 
Trumpet,  Ernst  residents  wrote  that  five  occupants  of 
Ernst  House  passed  out  and  that  symptoms  were 
blamed  on  the  flu  by  Wartburg  College  officials. 

The  letter  reads,  "It  was  only  after  extensive 
pleading  that  we  were  allowed  to  stay  in  Residence 
guest  rooms.  Even  then  they  treated  us  as  though  we 
were  overreacting.  " 

Smith  said  the  Residential  Life  Staff  dealt  with  the 
problem  in  a  professional  way,  but  didn't  cover  all  the 
student's  needs.  "I  think  we  learned  something  from 
that,"  he  said. 

Following  the  incident,  several  detectors  were 
placed  in  Ernst  House,  but  they  were  taken  down 
only  months  later  when  testing  by  maintenance  staff 
showed  the  detectors  were  ineffective. 

Equally  troublesome  to  many  students  was  the 
timing  of  the  college's  response  to  the  situation. 


Hyperbaric  Chambers  like  this  one  were  used  to  treat  the 
residents  of  Ernst  House.  During  the  three-hour  treatment 
CO  is  forced  from  the  blood  and  replaced  with  oxygen. 

One  resident,  senior  Ryan  Huisman,  said  he  and 
three  other  male  residents  were  not  contacted  by  the 
college  until  mid-afternoon.  Many  residents  voiced 
concerts  that  they  were  not  called  or  informed  for 
several  hours  after  CO  poisoning  had  occurred. 
Specifically,  they  said  they  were  concerned  they  were 
allowed  to  stay  in  the  building. 

"The  problem  was  much  bigger  than  they  were 
aware  of,"  said  senior  Matt  Johannsen. 

The  amount  of  CO  present  in  the  blood  is 
measured  by  units  per  million.  The  average  amount 
of  CO  in  the  women  of  Ernst  House  was  20-25  units. 
The  men  had  slightly  lower  CO  levels.  Although  not 
toxic,  it  was  still  at  a  dangerous  level,  according  to  Dr. 
Brigette  Brendixen  of  University  of  Iowa  Hospitals.  A 
lethal  dose  of  CO  is  70  units.

Senior  Esther  Dnhec,  Ernst  resident,  offers  a 
first-person  account  of  the  events  of  Feb.  9,  1996. 


The  incident  in  Ernst  House  was  the  most  foreign 
and  disorienting  experience  that  I  may  ever  know. 

At  7:50  a.m.  on  Friday,  Feb.  9,  a  maintenance 
man  walked  into  our  room,  and  I  asked  him  what  was 
going  on.  He  said  they  were  having  a  "Uttle  problem" 
and  proceeded  to  open  our  window. 

I  swung  down  out  of  my  loft  to  figure  out  what 
was  going  on.  When  I  walked  our  the  door,  my 
suitemate  Holly  (Good),  was  lying  on  the  floor  in  the 
hall,  quivering  in  some  kind  of  seizure. 

Meanwhile,  my  other  suitemate,  Rachel 
(Edmonds),  was  crawling  down  the  stairs  in  an  effort 
to  get  outside. 

I  was  scared  and  confused  to  say  the  least.  No  one 
would  tell  me  what  was  wrong,  and  there  were 
strangers  everywhere. 

Paramedics  overran  our  lounge  with  stretchers,  gas 
masks  and  heart  monitors.  Someone  explained  to  me 
there  had  been  a  carbon  monoxide  leak. 

I  kept  thinking  how  strange  this  all  was.  I  mean,  I 
just  had  a  headache. 

Eventually,  the  paramedics  took  my  suitemates  to 
the  hospital  and  began  to  work  on  me.  We  were  piled 
into  several  ambulances  and  were  transported  to  the 
Waverly  Municipal  Hospital.  It  was  only  8:30  a.m. 

For  the  next  several  hours,  I  lay  in  a  hospital  room 
with  a  n  oxygen  mask  on  and  people  taking  my  blood 
and  blood  pressure  every  half  hour. 

The  staff  were  kind,  but  it  helped  even  more  to 
have  friends  and  familiar  faces  visiting.  I  didn't  feel 
that  bad,  and  wanted  to  be  released  by  noon. 

These  were  the  original  plans,  until  I  found  out 
that  the  Waverly  doctor  had  conferred  with  someone 
at  the  University  of  Iowa  Hospitals,  who  strongly 
advised  we  use  the  hyperbaric  chamber.  Our  level  of 
CO  was  too  high  to  take  any  chances,  they  said. 

The  next  thing  I  knew,  it's  2:30  p.m.  and  a 
helicopter  crew  was  putting  me  in  a  stretcher. 


When  the  helicopter  began  to  land,  I  felt  an 
increasing  sense  of  unreality.  Several  people  rushed 
toward  me,  pulling  the  stretcher  our  of  the  helicopter. 
When  I  was  inside,  doctors  and  medical  students 
descended  upon  me. 

I  was  having  my  memory  and  neurological  abilities 
checked  while  blood  was  being  taken  out  of  both 
arms.  I  couldn't  help  it  if  it  took  me  a  minute  to 
remember  the  date  or  where  I  was. 

I  think  I  was  wheeled  to  the  hyperbaric  chamber 
next.  They  explained  that  the  oxygen  in  this 
submarine-like  contraption  would,  over  the  passage  of 
three  hours,  force  the  CO  off  our  hemoglobin  and 
replace  it  with  oxygen.  The  chamber  could  hold  six 
people. 

I  kept  thinking  how  strange  this  i 

was,  I  mean,  I  just  had  a  headacj 

It  involved  pressurization  (severely  plugged  ears),  a 
big  astronaut-like  helmet,  and  many  cookies  and 
magazines  during  the  "air  breaks." 

We  spent  alternating  25-minute  "sessions"  in  the 
"tube,"  with  five-minute  air  breaks  when  we  could 
take  off  the  masks  and  eat  or  drink.  It  was  amazingly 
hot  when  the  chamber  increased  pressure,  and  we 
were  dripping  with  sweat. 

After  we  finished,  we  were  guided  to  our  rooms  in 
the  stroke  unit.  Finally,  I  fell  asleep.  I  was  awakened 
twice  for  vital  signs. 

We  checked  out  at  2:30  p.m.  on  Saturday,  Pete 
Armstrong  and  Lex  Smith  drove  us  back  and 
explained  that  we  could  be  in  Ernst,  but  not 
overnight. 

I  was  glad  it  was  over  and  just  wanted  to  get  back 
to  normal.

On  Feb.  12,  Wartburg  students  got  a  first-hand  look 
at  the  political  workings  that  begin  the  process  to  elect 

a  president. 


Caucus  madness  swept  through  Iowa  this  year. 
And  many  Wartburg  students  caught  the  fever. 

As  the  first  crucial  step  in  the  process  to  elect  a 
president,  the  Iowa  caucus  was  also  an  opportunity  to 
learn  about  the  workings  of  elections,  campaigns  and 
politics. 

At  Republican  Ward  III  in  Waverly,  it  took  a  while 
for  business  to  get  started  because  most  of  the  75 
Wartburg  students  in  attendance  at  room  104  of 
Waverly-Shell  Rock  High  School  weren't  registered 
and  had  to  register  to  vote  in  Bremer  County  to 
participate  in  the  caucus. 

Joe  Wolfe,  Ward  III  caucus  chair,  said  he  was 
pleasantly  surprised  by  student  attendance  and 
participation.  Ward  III,  which  includes  Wartburg 
College,  has  traditionally  had  a  light  turnout, 
according  to  Wolfe. 

The  students'  presence  was  important.  Wartburg 
students  carried  a  majority  of  the  discussion  and  all 
eight  delegates  chosen  to  attend  the  county 
convention  March  23  were  Wartburg  students. 

Student  Body  President  Eric  Hanson  was  one  of 
those  who  began  the  caucus  process  by  registering  to 
vote  in  Bremer  County.  "I've  been  hearing  about  it 
forever  now,"  said  Hanson.  "I  wanted  to  see  what 
happens  and  to  get  involved." 

Former  Tennessee  Gov.  Lamar  Alexander  received 
24  votes  in  the  secret  ballot  straw  poll  taken  caucus 


night,  besting  Senate  majority  leader  and  Republican 
front-runner  Bob  Dole  by  7  votes. 

Following  the  voting  and  the  selection  of  delegates, 
as  the  crowd  thinned  and  people  began  to  shift  in  the 
uncomfortable  high-school  chairs,  platform 
discussions  were  undertaken. 

Student  presence  was  particularly  heard  during  a 
discussion  of  financial  aid,  when  a  chorus  of  "yeas" 
came  from  the  student  side  of  the  room  concerning  a 
proposal  to  restrict  cuts  to  student  aid. 

Back  at  Wartburg,  in  the  Iowa  Communication 
Network  Classroom  of  the  CTC,  the  meeting  place 
for  the  Ward  3  Democratic  Caucus,  the  room 
swarmed  with  caucus  goers  and  observers. 

People  blocked  the  doorway  and  leaned  in  to  hear 
what  all  the  commotion  was  about. 

Participants  didn't  come  to  see  heated  political 
debates  or  platform  discussions,  however,  but  to 
witness  one  of  the  nation's  first  "fiber"  caucuses. 

The  fibercaucus  utilized  the  state's  3,000  miles  of 
fiber-optic  cable  to  offer  media  reporting  on  the 
caucuses  simultaneous  access  to  45  caucus  sites. 

Events  started  about  7  p.m.,  instead  of  the 
scheduled  6:30  p.m.,  because  extra  chairs  had  to  be 
brought  in. 

Mary  Ann  Ahrens,  Democratic  caucus  organizer, 
said  she  was  impressed  with  the  large  turnout, 
especially  from  Wartburg  students.

October  4, 1995

the  storm  had  killed  at  least  20  people  in 
four  states  and  caused  at  least  $1.8  billion 
in  damages. 


With  the  growth  of  the  world  wide  web,  the 
addition  of  the  new  classroom  technology  center  and 
expansion  of  Internet  services  on  campus,  the 
Futures 's  project  set  its  sights  on  technology.  Sessions 
focused  on  the  impact  of  technology  upon  the  arts, 
music,  society  and  community.  Speakers  included 
John  McChesney  (below).  National  Public  Radio 
technology  reporter,  and  John  Battelle,  managing 
editor  for  Wired  Magazine.  They  discussed  the 
growth  and  future  of  the  Internet  and  its  ever- 
changing  functions  in  society.  The  final  session  was 
the  Wart  Burgh  SimCity  demonstrations  and 
judging.  Students  spent  hours  on  computers  building 
a  simulated  "Wart  Burgh,"  city  in  hopes  of  winning 
the  $300  prize. 


October  16,  1995 

The  gathering  in  Washington,  D.C.  was 
tremendous.  Hundreds  of  thousands  of 
African-American  men  converged  on  the 
nation's  Capitol  in  response  to  the  call  from 
Louis  Farrakhan,  the  Nation  of  Islam's 
leader,  to  rally  for  unity  and  brotherhood. 
There  were  dozens  of  speakers,  including  civil 
rights  veterans  Rosa  Parks,  Dick  Gregory, 
Maya  Angelou  and  the  Rev.  Jesse  Jackson.  The 
rally's  climax  was  Farrakhan 's  speech  in 
which  he  led  the  men  in  a  pledge  to  "never 
raise  my  hand  with  a  knife  or  gun  to  beat, 
cut  or  shoot. ..ony  human  being."  He  urged 
the  rally  to  join  organizations,  gain  political 
control,  fight  racism  and  rid  their 
neighborhoods  of  crime,  drugs  and  violence. 
First-year  students  Kevin  McNeil  and  Caribe 
Cross,  were  among  the  thousands  who 
gathered  for  the  day  of  atonement  and 
reconciliation.  "  The  fact  that  I  saw  all  of 
those  black  men  in  an  atmosphere  of  family 
love,  coming  together  as  a  race  to  better 
ourselves,  is  what  really  made  an  impression 
on  me,"  said  Cross. 


October  20-22,  1995 

Wartburg  Comes  home.  The  1995 
Homecoming,  "Oh,  what  a  Knight!" 
featured  a  weekend  of  performers, 
concerts,  dedications,  a  bonfire,  a 
dead  bunny,  crab  legs,  a  blowout 
football  game,  royalty,  and  Billy 
Crystal. 


October  29,  1995 

The  Cleveland  Indians  and 
the  Atlanta  Braves  squared  off 
in  the  first  World  Series  in  two 
years.  On  Oct.  29,  the  Braves 
won  the  series  on  home  turf, 
thanks  to  the  one-hit  pitching 
of  Tom  Glavine,  series  MVP, 
and  a  home  run  by  David 
Justice. 


January  18,  1995 

The  Dallas  Cowboys  won  their  third  super  Bowl  in  four 
seasons,  beating  Pittsburgh  27-17,  and  placing  themselves 
in  elite  company.  No  team  has  won  so  many  Super 
Bowl  titles  in  such  a  short  span. 

December  24,  1995 

The  first  US  Apache  and  Blackhawk  helicopters  roared 
into  Bosnia,  a  tangible  sign  of  the  NATO  mission  to  restore 
peace  to  the  war-torn  region.  NATO  forces  seized  front-line 
checkpoints  north  of  Sarajevo,  where  a  curfew  was  lifted  for 
Christmas.  In  the  Bosnian 
capital  people  strolled  through 
peaceful  streets  in  the  early 
morning. 


January  3,  1995 

Winter  Term  classes  begin 


November  4,  1995 

IsREALi  Prime  Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin  was  shot  to 
death  moments  after  telling  cheering  thousands  that 
"people  really  want  peace."  Police  said  an  Israeli 
described  by  friends  as  a  right-winger  confessed  to 
firing  the  fatal  shots.  Rabin,  73,  a  war  hero  who 
became  a  peacemaker,  had  descended  from  a  city  hall 
balcony  and  was  about  to  get  into  his  limousine  when 
the  gunman  fired  three  bullets  from  close  range, 
hitting  him  in  the  back  and  stomach.  As  crowd 
members  surged  toward  the  shooting  scene,  Rabin's  car 
raced  to  Tel  Aviv's  Ichilov  Hospital.  The  ensuing 
Mideast  turmoil  raised  concerns  about  the  planned  trip 
by  the  Archeology  and  The  Bible  class  to  Israel  during 
May  Term.  The  trip  was  not  cancelled  or  delayed. 


December  8,  1995 

Fall  Term  classes  end 


February  12,  1996 

Sixteen  residents  of  Ernst  House, 
suffering  from  carbon  monoxide  poisoning, 
were  flown  to  The  University  of  Iowa 
Hospital  to  receive  treatment  in  a 
hyperbaric  chamber.  The  students  returned 
to  Wartburg  the  next  day.  In  the  aftermath 
of  the  CO  poisoning,  questions  were  roised 
concerning  the  timing  of  the  college's 
response  to  the  escalating  crisis,  and  past 
incidents  in  Ernst  House.  Following  the 
incident,  CO  detectors  were  installed  in 
Ernst  House  and  other  dorms. 


Nov  30,  Dec  1-2-3,  1995 

More  than  6,000  people  saw 
the  Wartburg  Concert  Band, 
Choir  and  Castle  Singers  unite 
for  the  annual  celebration  of 
Christ's  birth,  for  Christmas 
with  Wartburg  performances  in 
Cedar  Falls,  Des  Moines,  and 
Neumann  Auditorium.  "Not 
only  was  it  fun  to  participate 
in,"  said  Junior  Stacy  Aldinger, 
"but  it  also  helped  get  me  into 
the  Christmas  spirit." 


At  2,142  PRECINCTS  across  Iowa  the  first  step 
in  the  process  to  elect  the  president  of  the  United 
States  was  played  out.  The  Iowa  Caucus  drew 
many  Wartburg  students  to  room  104  of 
Waverly-Shell  Rock  High  School,  the  site  of 
Republican  Ward  3.  Joe  Wolfe,  caucus 
chairperson  for  Ward  3,  said  he  was  pleasantly 
surprised  by  student  attendance  and  participation 
caucus  night.  Ward  3,  which  includes  Wartburg 
College,  has  traditionally  had  a  light  turnout, 
according  to  Wolfe.  Back  at  Wartburg,  history 
was  being  made  in  the  ICN  room  of  the  CTC, 
one  of  the  nation's  first  "fibercaucus"  sites.  The 
room  swarmed  with  people  and  caucus  activity 

was  pushed  back  for 
a  half-hour  as  extra 
chairs  were  brought 
in.  Republican  Bob 
Dole  won  the  straw 
poll  vote  and  began 
his  quest  for  his 
party's  nomination. 
Bill  Clinton  was 
unchallenged  as  the 
Democratic  nominee.  Colin  Powell  kept  people 
guessing  for  months.  The  popularity  of  the 
former  joint  chiefs  of  staff  who  rose  to  fame  in 
the  Persian  Gulf  War  kept  speculotion  floating 
for  months  that  he  would  make  a  presidential 
bid.  Powell  declined  to  run,  but  did  speak  at  the 
Republican  National  Convention. 


February  17,  1996

meeting,  Wartburg  College's 
Board  of  Regents  approved  an 
increase  in  student's  costs  for 
the  1996-97  academic  year, 
raising  the  total  $760  to 
$16,860 


May  19,  1996 

AFTER  FOUR  YEARS  (OR  MORE)  OF  HARD  WORK,  THE  DAY  HAD 

finally  arrived  for  256  Wartburg  seniors.  The  time  had 
come  to  head  off  into  the  real  world.  With  tassels 
whipping  in  the  wind  they  walked  across  the  stage  set  up 
on  the  campus  mall,  collected  their  hard-earned  diplomas, 
and  said  goodbye  to  Wartburg  College. 


March  1-3,  1996 

More  than  50  students  traveled 
ACROSS  America  over  Winter  Term 
Break,  answering  the  call  of  service.

At  the  IIAC  tournament  in 
Storm  Lake  on  Oct.  6  and  7,  three 
of  the  six  players  of  the  team  chose 
not  to  golf  With  only  three  golfers 
competing,  Wartburg  was  ineligible 
for  team  play. 

The  three  players,  Liz  Erikson,  Kim  Janssen  and  Lori  Meelas, 
were  removed  from  the  team  by  Head  Coach  Stu  Thorson,  after 
they  returned  to  Waverly  from  the  conference  meet. 

"It  was  a  number  of  circumstances  that  came  to  a  head  at  that 
point,"  said  Erikson  of  her  decision  not  to  golf 

All  three  players  cited  problems  with  Thorson  as  the  reason 
behind  their  decision.  "He  doesn't  understand  the  dynamics  of 
what  it  takes  to  be  a  successful  coach,"  said  Erikson.  "Stu  doesn't 
relate  well  to  college-age  women." 

Shilah  Lybeck,  the  team's  best  golfer,  who  participated  at  the 
tournament,  said  she  too  had  problems  with  the  coach,  but  does 
not  agree  with  the  way  the  three  handled  the  situation.  "They  ran 
away  from  it.  I  think  it  was  a  cop-out." 

Lybeck  said  the  three  players  could  have  taken  their  grievances 
to  Athletic  Director  Bob  Nielson.  "It  didn't  have  to  be  dealt  with  in 
that  fashion,"  Lybeck  said. 

The  three  players  were  dismissed  from  the  team  and  Thorson 
collected  their  equipment,  including  the  team  shirts  they  were 
wearing,  in  Clinton  Field  after  returning  from  the  tournament, 
according  to  Erikson. 

"It  was  intended  to  be  a  humiliating  experience,"  Erikson  said. 
"But  it  wasn't.  By  that  time  I  didn't  care  what  he  (Thorson) 
thought." 

Thorson  declined  to  comment.

Only  Luther  and  Loras  rated 
above  them.  The  men  also  keyed  in  with  some  very 
exciting  performances  with  their  score  of  115.  They 
were  also  beat  by  Luther  and  Loras. 

The  women's  team  was  led  by  Esther  Dubec  when 
she  took  first  place  in  two  events  and  second  in  one 
event. 

Dubec  left  a  trail  of  fire  on  the  track  in  her  first 
race,  the  1500-meter  run.  She  ran  a  national 
qualifying  time  and  also  broke  the  conference  record 
in  4  minutes  38.7  seconds. 

Running  two  places  behind  Dubec,  Lea  Lucas  was 
also  making  her  mark  in  the  conference  meet.  Lucas 
finished  third  with  the  time  of  4;52. 

Dubec  then  came  back  later  in  the  meet  to  run 
away  with  the  800-meter  run.  Even  with  her 
teammate  Lucas  as  her  only  competition,  Dubec  ran  a 
national  qualifying  time  of  2:17.5  to  win  the  event. 
Lucas  received  second  place  in  the  800-meter  run 
with  a  time  of  2:19. 

Annette  Edgrin  shocked  many  people  in  an  event 
that  is  even  new  to  her.  Edgrin  was  the  conference 
champion  in  the  javelin  throw  with  a  distance  of  132 
feet.  Her  throw  broke  the  conference  record  and  also 
gave  her  an  automatic  bid  into  the  national  meet. 

The  shot  put  competition  turned  out  to  be  a 
positive  outcome  for  the  Knights.  Dawn  Digmann 
threw  41  feet  5  inches  to  capture  second  place,  and 
surprising  the  fans  was  Deb  Wilkinson,  throwing  38' 
7",  to  stay  right  behind  her  teammate  for  third-place. 


Wilkinson  also  made  her  mark  in  the  most  elite 
event  of  the  meet,  the  discus.  Five  competitors  in  the 
discus  throw  have  made  the  national  qualifying  throw. 
Wilkinson  threw  138'  7"  to  compete  with  these  top- 
ranked  individuals  and  placed  third  among  them. 

The  400-meter  relay  team  of  Nikki  Kimball, 
Michelle  Jahn,  Leah  Lenhart  and  Barb  White  was  also 
in  an  elite  class  of  runners.  The  top  four  teams  in  the 
conference  qualified  for  nationals.  The  400-meter 
relay  team  ran  49.19  to  bring  home  third  place.

Unity"  describes  the  atmosphere 

witnessed  by  first-year  students  Caribe  Cross 
and  Kevin  McNeil  at  tlie  Million  Man  March  held 
in  Washington,  D.C.,  on  Oct.  16,  1995. 

Cross  and  McNeil  were  among  the  thousands  of 
black  men  who  gathered  in  the  nation's  capital  for  a  day 
of  atonement  and  reconciliation. 

"The  fact  that  I  saw  all  of  those  black  men  in  an 
atmosphere  of  family  love,  coming  together  as  a  race  to  better 
ourselves,  is  what  really  made  an  impression  on  me,"  Cross  said. 

Rickey  Hall,  director  of  student  diversity  programs  and  services 
said  the  march  was  "a  monumental  day,  a  history-making  event  in 
that  it  was  a  call  to  African-American  men  to  take  responsibilities 
for  themselves,  family  and  their  futures." 

McNeil  and  Cross  said  that  despite  efforts  by  the  media  to 
dismiss  the  march  because  of  the  organizational  role  of  Minister 
Louis  Farrakhan,  spokesperson  for  the  Nation  of  Islam,  the  march 
was  a  success. 

"I  felt  the  march  was  a  success  because  we  fooled  the  media," 
McNeil  said.  "They  were  expecting  violence  and  received  nothing 
but  brothers  being  together  without  any  problems." 

Both  Cross  and  McNeil  agreed  that  Farrakhan  made  the  greatest 
impact  on  their  personal  conscience. 

"He  was  asking  for  all  of  the  violence  to  be  stopped  .  .  .  not  just 
toward  one  another,  but  toward  everyone,"  McNeil  said. 

The  two  departed  from  Waterloo  on  Saturday,  Oct.  14,  on  the 
20-hour  journey. 

They  traveled  with  a  group  of  41  black  men  in  a  chartered  bus 
that  left  Saturday  afternoon  and  arrived  in  Washington,  D.C.,  at 
about  3  p.m.  Sunday.

Dl  Am  Henninger,  proiessor  of  biology, 
iced  the  reality  of  breast  cancer  this  year. 


Dr.  Ann  Henninger,  associate  professor  of  biology, 
has  always  been  an  avid  speaker  and  supporter  of 
cancer  research,  but  now  Henninger  tells  her  story 
firsthand. 

On  Aug.  23  1995,  Henninger  had  a  biopsy  done 
on  her  right  breast.  Five  days  later,  she  faced  the 
reality  of  breast  cancer.  Just  two  days  after  her  final 
diagnosis  on  Aug.  28,  Henninger  underwent  a 
modified  radical  mastectomy  at  Waverly  Municipal 
Hospital. 

Henninger  said  she  thinks  the  situation  can  serve 
as  an  educational  experience  for  students  and  those 
around  her. 


"I  don't  care  if  people  know.  This  is  an  educational 
tool  and  it  puts  fear  into  people  if  others  with  cancer 
aren't  willing  to  share,"  Henninger  said.  Ironically, 
before  her  diagnosis,  Henninger  had  been  an  active 
board  member  of  the  American  Cancer  Society  for 
Bremer  County  for  1 0  years. 


"IVe  really  gone  from  the  theoretical  to  the 
practical  on  this  matter,"  said  Henninger,  who  has 
been  teaching  biology  for  10  years.  "Instead  of 
reading  on  what  happens,  now  I  know  actually  what 
it  feels  like  and  what  is  happening." 

According  to  one  of  her  students,  Henninger's 
battle  with  breast  cancer  has  been  a  true  learning 
experience  as  well  as  inspiration. 

"Dr.  Henninger  really  cares  about  her  students," 
said  sophomore  Jenny  Tate.  "She's  really  willing  to 
talk  openly  about  her  experiences  with  cancer  to  help 
us  relate  them  to  class  concepts.  I  really  admire  her 
for  that." 

From  day  one,  Henninger  credits  her  husband, 


Mark  Trax,  and  others  for  helping  her  with  the  fight. 
"Mark  has  been  my  rock,"  Henninger  said.  "I  get 
emotional  at  times  for  what  people  have  done  for  me. 
I  haven't  cried  for  myself,  but  what  I'm  emotional 
about  is  the  love  and  concern  shown  by  others." 

With  tears  running  down  her  face,  Henninger 
explained  how  friends  and  family  supported  her 
during  recovery  time  and  turned  her  hospital  room 
into  Grand  Central  Station,  with  as  many  as  four  or 
five  visitors  at  a  time. 

"I  had  other  patients  just  stopping  by  my  room  to 
see  all  my  flowers,"  Henninger  said. 

After  a  short  six-day  recovery,  she  was  back  in  her 
office  seeing  students  and  teaching  classes  as  normal. 
"I  knew  I'd  be  much  happier  doing  my  thing,  and  my 
thing  is  being  at  Wartburg  interacting  with  people," 
Henninger  said. 

Faculty  and  staff  members  have  also  expressed 
their  concern  by  showing  support  for  Henninger. 

"My  first  reaction  was  of  shock  because  you  don't 
think  this  will  happen  to  someone  you  know,"  said 
Dr.  Donald  King,  professor  of  biology. 

"In  terms  of  support,  I'm  really  no  different  than 
any  other  person  in  this  department  as  we  all  agreed 
to  pickup  in  any  area  she  needed  additional  help  in," 
King  said. 

Now  more  than  ever,  Henninger  said  she  believes 
her  job  is  to  increase  people's  awareness  ol  their  body 
and  teach  how  to  take  care  of  it. 

"I  thought  it  wouldn't  happen  to  me,  because  it 
didn't  run  in  the  family,"  said  Henninger.  "In 
actuality,  75%  of  breast  cancer  incidents  occur  where 
there  is  no  genetic  link  .  .  .  that  was  me. "

But  at  Wartburg  a  different  kind  of  Winter  Break 
tradition  has  emerged  —  service  trips.  This  year  five 
service  trips  were  organized  for  the  week  of  Winter 
Break. 

The  tradition  began  only  two  years  before,  when  a 
single  group  of  10  students  traveled  to  Philadelphia  to  work 
at  a  homeless  shelter.  The  next  year  two  trips  were  added. 
This  year  more  than  50  students  were  involved  in  winter  break 
service  trips. 

Senior  Julie  Hoy  spent  Winter  Term  Break 
passing  out  food  to  the  homeless  of  Washington  JVlOFC  ti 
D.C.  As  she  talked  with  them  and  heard  their 
stories,  "they  changed  from  empty  blank  faces 
in  a  line  to  real  people  with  passions,  hopes  and 
dreams  for  the  future,"  she  said. 

Sophomore  Josh  Miller  helped 
construct  homes  at  a  Habitat  for  Humanity 
site  in  Americus,  Ga.,  working  alongside  the 
families  who  will  one  day  live  in  those  homes. 
"You  could  see  there  was  a  purpose  to  it,"  he 
said. 

In  Denver's  inner  city,  as  part  of  project  Angelheart,  Wartburg 
students  helped  package  about  130  meals  sent  to  AIDS  and 
terminally  ill  patients.  Sophomore  Matt  Bode,  senior  Ben  Walen 
and  sophomore  Jamie  Bakkum  distributed  five  of  the  meals  to 
patients  living  in  the  heart  of  Denver,  dropping  them  on  doorsteps 
and  exchanging  greetings.  "I  learned  kind  of  what  they  have  to  go 
through  every  day,"  Bode  said. 

Jayne  Molde,  a  service  trip  team  leader,  sees  the  service  trip 
trend  as  part  of  a  growing   awareness  of  service  opportunities.

"Students  are  becoming  more  conscious  of  tiieir  role  and  of  the 
different  means  for  them  to  contribute  their  time  and  efforts,"  she 
said. 

For  many  students  the  service  trips  were  an  opportunity  to 
experience  life  outside  Wartburg  College  and  to  use  their  Winter 
Term  Break  to  help  others. 

Jenn  Templin,  who  traveled  to  Appalachia,  said  the  service  trip 
was  an  eye-opening  experience.  "There  was  a  lot  of  poverty  and 
pollution  —  something  the  people  there  face  everyday,"  she  said. 

"I  did  so  much  that  was  so  meaningful,"  Hoy  said.  "I  wouldn't 
trade  that  for  extra  sleep." 

For  the  Washington  and  Denver  service  trips  students  worked  at 
volunteer  sites  in  the  cities,  ranging  from  homeless  shelters  to  soup 
kitchens  to  a  Meals-on- Wheels  program. 

The  groups  stayed  at  local  churches,  sleeping  on  the  floor  and 
making  their  own  meals.

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It  sometimes  seemed  like  every  time  you  turned 
around  this  spring  another  member  of  the  Wartburg 
community  was  leaving. 

Bob  Nielson  was  the  first  to  announce  his 
resignation,  as  head  football  coach  and  athletic 
director,  to  take  a  job  as  head  football  coach  at  the 
University  of  Wisconsin-Eau  Claire.  Nielson  said  the 
position  offered  "a  window  of  opportunity"  he  didn't 
want  to  let  close.  "It  was  an  extremely  hard  decision." 

Nielson  said  he  will  always  feel  a  part  of  Wartburg 
and  maintain  close  ties.  "The  first  score  I  check  every 
Sunday  morning  will  be  the  Wartburg  score,"  he  said. 

On  the  heels  of  Nielson's  departure  came  the 
announcement  that  Dean  of  the  Faculty  James  Pence 
would  also  move  north,  this  time  to  St.  Olaf  College 
in  Northfield,  Minn.,  to  take  over  the  position  of 
dean  of  the  college  and  vice  president  of  academic 
affairs. 

Pence  said  the  decision  to  leave  was  very  complex. 
"The  greatest  regret  is  leaving  behind  the  people,"  he 
said.  During  his  time  as  dean  of  the  faculty.  Pence  had 
a  hand  in  the  hiring  of  nearly  40  faculty  members  and 
in  developing  an  assessment  plan  for  Wartburg's 
future  library. 

The  next  to  turn  in  a  resignation  was  Sherry 
Parrish,  director  of  college  relations.  Parrish  left  in 
order  to  be  closer  to  family  in  Pennsylvania.  "I'm 
going  to  miss  everyone  --  co-workers,  friends,  and 
students.  They  made  it  a  great  place  to  work,"  she 
said. 

Changes  continued  to  be  made  during  May  Term, 
with  the  resignation  of  men's  basketball  coach 
Howard  Gauthier. 

Gauthier  held  a  team  meeting  to  announce  his 
resignation  to  players  before  it  was  made  public.  The 
announcement,  however,  was  not  a  voluntary  one. 

"He  said  he  was  asked  to  resign,"  senior  guard  Eric 


Foote  said.  "He  was  disappointed  but  said  he  thought 
the  players  had  a  good  future  ahead  of  them." 

Gauthier,  who  had  coached  the  team  for  three 
years,  compiled  a  37-37  record  during  his  stint  at 
Wartburg.  "Overall,  it  was  a  positive  experience,"  he 
said. 

In  the  academic  departments,  the  biggest  change 
came  in  Communication  Arts.  Chair  of  the 
department,  Grant  Price,  retired,  while  Shelly  Green, 
assistant  professor,  announced  she  was  leaving  to  take 
a  position  at  the  State  University  of  New  York  at  New 
Paltz.  KWWL-TV  news  anchor  Liz  Mathis  stepped 
into  Price's  shoes,  assuming  the  position  of  executive- 
in-residence  starting  the  1996-97  school  year. 

Another  addition  to  the  electronic  side  of  the 
communication  arts  department  was  the 
establishment  of  a  second  full-time  professorship, 
filled  by  Dave  Harrenstein,  who  taught  part  time 
during  the  1995-96  school  year. 

Despite  the  department  facelift,  the  future  looks 
bright.  "The  new  staff  coming  in  seem  ready  to  take 
comm.  arts  in  a  new  direction,"  said  Tim  Stockman, 
Wartburg  Channel  13  station  manager  for  the  1996- 
97  school  year. 

Another  faculty  loss  came  when  Dr.  Joseph 
Gianesin,  assistant  professor  of  Social  Work,  left 
Wartburg  for  Springfield  College  in  Massachusetts. 

In  January,  Gianesin  supervised  a  trip  to  Des 
Moines  where  social  work  students  participated  in  an 
Iowa  chapter  conference  of  the  National  Association 
of  Social  Workers.  Gianesin  was  the  keynote  speaker 
at  the  conference. 

As  part  of  the  trip  students  learned  how  to 
become  involved  in  the  political  process,  including 
working  with  state  legislators  as  advocates  of  social 
work  causes.

There  may  not  be  an  official  theater 

department  at  Wartburg  College,  but  drama 
is  alive  and  well  at  Wartburg  in  the  form  of  the 
Wartburg  Players. 

The  Wartburg  Players  is  a  student-run  organization 
for  students  interested  in  participating  in  theater.

Jay  Edelnant, 
Regents'  Professor  of  Theatre  at  the  University  of  Northern  Iowa, 
served  as  guest  director  for  the  production.

"The  topics  are  right  at  home  on 
a  college  campus,  as  is  the  adult  subject  matter  and  humor,"  said 
Edelnant.

Besides  an  internship  and  classes,  another  cidture  provided  a  different  type  of  education.  I  learned  more  by  putting 
myself  in  another  environment  than  I  expected.

Chockful  of  river,  cafes,  pastries,  architecture  and  history. 

Oct.  16  —  I  need  to  recap  Ireland.  The  countryside  is  a  lot  rockier  and  ruddier  than  I  imagined.  A  quarter 
of  the  population  lives  in  Dublin.  One  night,  we  danced  to  Irish  jigs  in  a  rural  pub  —  inebriated  of  course. 

Oct.  28  —  Windsor  Castle  was  pretty  cool  even  with  the  fire  damage.  Lots  of  rich  stuff  of  course.  The 
amount  of  money  spent  on  the  royal  family  is  unreal,  all  the  palaces,  traveling,  castles  and  jewelry. 

Nov.  6  —  We  made  our  way  to  Cologne  (Germany).  We  saw  the  cathedral  there  at  night.  Most  beautiful 
building  I've  ever  seen.  It  belongs  in  heaven.  Flying  buttresses,  towers,  spires,  carvings,  art,  the  highest  dome. 
How  people  created  something  so  huge  amazes  me.  We  took  a  train  to  Koblenz  later  and  nearly  got  on  a  bus 
heading  for  the  Czech  republic. 

Nov.  29  —  I  really  don't  know  if  I  can  cope  with  leaving.  I  can't  imagine  not  seeing  the  people  I've  met 
here,  yet  I'm  itching  for  home.  I  consider  my  London  friends  as  good  and  close  as  any  I've  had.  We've  shared  so 
much  by  being  in  a  new  place  together. 

Dec.  16  —  Back  in  the  States.  Feels  weird  as  I'm  riding  with  family  back  to  Iowa  from  Chicago.  I  had  a  life 
separate  from  Wartburg,  home,  friends,  and  now  I  have  my  former  life  back.  I  wish  I  could  live  both  at  once.

Many  students  from  overseas  come  to  Wartburg  for  a 
high  quality-education.  I  was  no  exception.  Before 
coming  to  the  United  States,  I  just  expected  Wartburg  to 
provide  studies  in  the  Communication  Arts  Field,  which 
are  rarely  offered  in  universities  of  my  home  country. 

In  the  Midwest,  especially  a  small  town  like  Waverly, 
the  majority  of  its  inhabitants  are  obviously  White  and 
Christian.  Living  in  a  different  environment  made  me 
aware  of  more  things  that  I  expected. 

Through  my  experience  at  Wartburg,  I'd  like  to 
address  myth  and  truth  for  international  understanding. 

MytH:  International  students  are  from  one  ethnicity 
and  background. 

Truth:  International  students  at  Wartburg  are  from 
many  different  cultures,  ethnic  backgrounds,  religions, 
and  languages.  However,  they  share  one  common  feeling: 
"We  are  outsiders  here." 

MytH:  International  students  don't  like  stupid 
questions  about  their  native  countries  by  American 
students. 

Truth:  International  students  are  glad  when 
American  students  are  interested  in  their  native  cultures, 
and  they  are  willing  to  share  their  cultures  and  to  answer 
questions  that  may  seem  silly. 

MyTH:  International  Club  or  any  activity  named 
"international"  is  JUST  for  international  students. 

Truth:  The  word  "international"  includes  Americans, 
too.  As  you  guessed,  if  Americans  study  abroad,  they  are 
called  "international  students"  over  there. 

Myth:  "American  culture  is  No.  1!" 

Truth:  There  is  no  superior  of  inferior  culture.  Each 
culture  is  just  different  and  distinct.  It  is  absolutely  wrong 
to  judge  other  cultures  and  perspectives  without  taking 
time  to  know  and  understand  them  first. 

MytH:  International  students  would  be  offended  if 
someone  they  didn't  know  came  up  to  them  and  started 
to  talking  to  them  or  invited  them  somewhere. 
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Truth:  International  students  like  to  be  approached 
in  a  friendly  manner  and  to  have  American  Americans. 
That's  why  they  came  to  study  here  at  Wartburg. 

Myth:  It  is  weird  that  all  African  students  look  the 
same  and  that  all  Asian  students  sound  the  same,  and  that 
their  names  sound  the  same  as  well. 

Truth:  Just  as  each  American  is  unique,  each 
international  student  is  unique.  You  may  be  surprised  to 
know  that  when  international  students  first  come  to  the 
United  States,  they  think  all  Americans  look  the  same  and 
it  is  very  confusing  to  identify  American  names. 

Myth:  All  people  from  outside  the  United  States 
should  speak  English  when  they  visit  the  United  States. 

Truth:  When  most  Americans  go  abroad,  they  don't 
know  the  language  of  the  country  they  visit.  Also,  try  to 
imagine  taking  your  classes  and  doing  homework 
completely  in  another  language. 

MytH:  It  is  not  so  hard  for  international  students  to 
adjust  to  this  community  because  people  at  Wartburg  are 
very  friendly  to  them. 

Truth:  It  takes  a  long  time  for  international  students 
to  fell  comfortable  in  this  community  even  though  people 
are  very  friendly  to  them.  It  is  a  challenge  for  them  to 
adjust  to  different  culture.  Just  imagine  going  into  the 
International  center  alone.  The  fear  that  you  might  feel 
there  is  totally  the  same  was  what  international  students 
feel  in  this  community  when  they  first  came  here. 
(Actually,  the  International  Center  is  open  to  everyone, 
however,  there  few  American  students  who  take  the  risk 
to  visit  there." 

Overall,  this  community  is  very  supportive  toward 
international  students,  and  I  appreciate  it.  However, 
sometimes  we  still  have  to  face  stereotypes  and 
exclusiveness  when  we  interact  with  American  students. 
The  most  important  thing  to  have  for  understanding 
between  American  and  international  student  is  an  open 
mind  and  tolerance.
